Autos hi Novel Kace to Coast 
With a view of arousing interest i£ 
the Lincoln Highway route from New 
York to San Francisco, the Lincoln 
Highway Association has adopted a 
rather novel plan of publicity. 
On Friday nest with the co-opera- 
tion of motorists they hope to smash 
all records from New York City to 
the Golden Gate by covering the dis- 
tance in twelve hours. 


Of course it would be impossible 


for one car to travel 3,400 miles in 


i halt a day, but by the use of one hun- 
! dred cars or more the Highway offi- 
| cials claim that the feat is not only 
i possible but is certain. 
The object of the trip is to prove 
to the motoring public that the Lin- 
coln Highway is now in shape for 
transcontinental travel, and that 
there is no section of the route that 
cannot be crossed easily and quickly 
on a prearranged schedule. 
Arrangements have been complet- 


ed and drivers procured, and there is 
not to-be a foot of the-Lrrrcoln High- 
way from West Forty-Second' Street 
ferry in New York to- the foot of 
Market Street, San Francisco, -which 
will not be covered by an official Lin- 
coln Highway car between 6 o'clock 
in the morning and 6 o'clock in the 
evening of November 27th. 
The drivers are not professionals, 
but bankers, clergymen, doctors and 
business men who are devoting their 
time and cars to help this good roads 
movement along. 
Lee Hoffman, who is representa- 
tive and consul of Lincoln Highway 
Association between Gfeensburg and 
Chambersburg, has arranged a relay 
run carrying a message from the 
Mayor of Pittsburgh to the Mayor of 
Philadelphia on record time. 
Message will leave Pittsburgh at 6 
a. m., Friday morning and being car- 
ried by Mr. Murry of the Pittsburgh 
Packard Company to Ligonier, and at 
Ligonier 
arrangements 
have been 
made to bring it to Bedford where 
Lee Hoffman will pick up the mes- 
sage and hopes to take it to Cham- 
bersburg on record time.

silk net was made with this charming 
short w.aist, a skirt hung rather full, 
draped up slightly in the back and 
ending in a modest train.

As the records in this State show 
this possibility Dr. Samuel G. Dixon, 
Commissioner of Health, has issued 
the following warning: 
"The foot and mouth disease which 
is known to the medical world as 
aphthous fever is highly infectious in 
cattle and manifests itself by a rising 
temperature and the appearance of 
blisters on the mucus membrane of 
the mouth, tongue and nose. 
The 
blisters *re followed by ulcers; diges- 
tive disturbances are also common. 
Death seldom occurs in human be- 
ings."As a matter of protection against 
the possibility of infection the use of 
raw milk may be discontinued. A 
safety factor is to pasteurize the 
milk. Following is a simple method 
which may be used. 
"Place a saucer in a pail seven or 
eight inches in diameter and about 
the same height. Set the milk bottle 
on this. Remove the paper cap from 
the milk bottle. 
Pour in the pail a 


sufficient quantity of luke warm wa- 
ter to half cover the bottle. Watch 
the water and as soon as it has boiled 
twenty minutes, remove the bottle of 
milk and allow it to cool slowly. 
Never place the milk immediately up- 
on the ice or the bottle may break. 
Seal the bottle with a new cap, a 
supply of which you can obtain from 
the milk man, and place the milk bot- 
tle where it \\ ill remain at a tempera- 
tuie of 40 to 00 degrees

Steel Chief, Home From Europe, Ut- 


teit, Optimism He Says He Feels 


for First Time in Three Years. 


New York, November 20.—"I be- 
lieve we are near the turning point 
tor a full return of confidence and 
prosperity in the United States," said 
Charles M. Schwab, president of the 
Bethlehem Steel Corporation, who re- 
turned today from Europe. "We are 
being favored by the war as is no 
other nation. 
As an example, Ger- 
many normally produces from 12,- 
000,000 to 15,000,000 tons of steel 
annually, of which about 8,000,000 
tons are exported. This is now shut 
off, and the advantage is in our favor. 
"What is true of steel is true of 
other commodities, but it is not the 
war supply trade alone that is turn- 
ing the tide. We are recovering from 
the shock of the war, legislation is 
such that capital has more confidence 
(tariff), and business is being stimu- 
lated. At Bethlehem some time back 
we were forced partially to suspend 
operations, but we will soon be in 
full action again and we will increase 
our production." 
This statement from Mr. Schwab 


was said by himself to be the first 
optimistic statement that had come 
from him in three years. 
This will

POLAR RESEARCH. 


Arctic and Antarctic Problems That 


Still Remain Unsolved, 


The era of pole hunting is now hap- 


pily over, and the be^t result of Pea- 
ry's and Amundsen's athletic feats in 
the north and south is that the really 
important problems of the circumpolar 
regions can henceforth be attacked 
with a single mind 
From a scientific 


standpoint enough work remains to be 
done in these regions to last for sev- 
eral generations. 


The antarctic has only been scratch- 


ed, so to spealc. Owing to the diverse 
scales used in school preosrapbifs the 
average muu goes through lite with 
badly warped ideas concerning tbe rel- 
ative sizes, ot v.irious parts of the 
enrth's" surface, and so probably few 
people realize that the antarctic conti- 
nent Is very much larger than Europe 
—in fact, about as large as Europe and 
Australia combined. Of this huge con- 
tinent we do not know even tbe shape 
and location of the coast line, except 
for one long stretch south of Australia 
and a few widely scattered points else- 
where, while the whole interior, apart 
from a narrow wedge between Ross 
sea and the pole, is virtually blank on 
our maps. 


In the arctic a patch of a million 


square miles is still absolutely un- 
touched. 
So much for mere surface 


geography: but. of course, modern po 
lar research includes a wide range of 
nongeograpbical problems pertaining 
to such diverse subjects as geology, 
glaciology. meteorology,terrestrial mag- 
netism, seismology, oceanography, zool- 
ogy, botany, physiology, ethnology and 
archaeology.—Review ot Reviews.

Much Blindness Could be Pi-e- 


vented 


There are about 300,000 blind 


people in the United States. It costs 
about §15,000,000 a year to support 
taem. Piobably 75 per cent, of this 
blindness is due to two causes, name- 
ly, sore eyes at birth and neglected 
eyes during early school life. 
The 


fast cause can be removed in the 
simplest manner. 
All that is neces- 


sary is for the doctor or midwife to 
drop into tne eyes of the newly born 
babe a few drops of a 2 per cent, 
solution of nitrate of silver. 
This 


will kill the germs that produce the 
disease which almost fills so many 
blind asylums. 


How easy this is, and how much 


good would be produced to the hu- 
man race if this procedure was al- 
ways carried out! 
Those who are 


about to become fathers and mfethers 
snould see to it that this simple act 


performed. 
It costs nothing, is 
is 
harmless, it prevents blindness, It 
can easily be done; therefore, it 
should invariably be done! 


The second cause of blindness is 


the neglect of children's eyes during 
early school life. Thousands of eyes 
could be saved every year if eye dis- 
eases and defects were detected and 
cared for in early life 
Eye diseases 


are frequently quite simple at the 
start, but rapidly become worse if 
neglected 
ihe eyes of school chil- 


dren should be examined every year, 
and diseases ajid defects detected.

He examined 150 defectives in one 
school and found that 137 of them 
had ear, nose and throat defects, and 
that thirteen of them had eye defects 
Tnese conditions were relieved and 
in six months 75 per cent, of the 
children were re-examined. 
They 


were all doing well and were rapidly 
advancing in school. Their character 
had also remarkably changed for the 
better 
Such a plan which has been 


successfully carried out in over 200 
towns and cities during the past year 
involves no expense to the taxpayers, 
relieves the medical profession of the 
suspicion of. urging medical inspec- 
tion of schools for selfish reasons and 
yet enables the teacher to separate 
the normal pupil from the defective 
and to recognize the defects in vision 
under which some of her pupils la- 
bor.

HABIT—A CURSE OK A BLESSING 


Little Talks on Health and Hygiene 


by Samuel G. Dixon, M. D. 


Someone said that "Man is a crea- 


ture of habit" permitting us to draw 
our own conclusions. 
We are per- 


fectly familiar with bad habits. Even 
if we were not liberally supplied with 
conscience, teachers and moralists 
have said enough to familiarize us 
with this side of the question. For- 
tunately there are good habits and 
they are often a blessing thinly dis- 
guised. Our general health and well- 
being depends largely upon the char- 
acter of our habits. 


Regularity partakes something of 
virtue 
This is especially true when 
it pertains to eating, sleeping, labor 
and recreation which covers the daily 
program of the majority of mankind. 
In the primitive state it was impos- 
sible for our ancestors to eat regular- 
ly. 
The hunter might be successful 


and again be might not. Periods of 
enforced fasting were followed by 
corresponding ovei indulgence when 
the chase was successful. The de- 
mand for food at regular intervals 
was the first stimulus to civilization. 
We have achieved a state where three 
meals a day are possible to the most 
of us. In gratitude we should strive 
for moderation knowing that in a few 
hours more food will be forthcoming. 
Sleep is the great restorer of both 


body and brain. Irregular hours of 
rest result in an excessive strain upon 


i the ncrvojs s< stem v*hich in turn re- 


acts unfavorably upon the human 
economy. Regularity in the periods 
of rest make for even temper and 
physical stability. 


Labor to achieve worthy accom- 


plishment must be steady and perse- 
vering. The habit of work is a neces- 
sity for one wJio would realize his 
ambitions 


Even in our recreations the major- 
ity of us are better for a certain de- 
gree of system for otherwise it is apt 
to become a case of over or under in- 
dulgence. 


It is the same with our bodily func- 


tions—-temperance and regularity arc 
conducive to obtaining the maximum 
of efficiency for the longest period of 
time. Excessive friction and rust are 
equally hard upon machinery. 


The formation of good habits in 
the care of the teeth, bathing, daily 
evacuations, eating, sleeping, exercise 
and living in fresh air will go far to- 
ward the doctor's visit less frequent.
